Gems Stolen 
At Rutgers 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N J. (UPI) 
—Police today sought a thief who 
stole about $25,000 worth of uncut 
gems from Rutgers University, 
which if cut correctly could be 
worth $100,000. 
One of the stones was a six- 
sided emerald of several hundred 
karats, for which Rutgers once 
had been offered $14,000. The 
stone, about 1.5 inches wide, is the 
largest emerald ever taken from 
the Muzo mines in Colombia, 
South America. 
Professor Helgi Johnson of the 
university 
Geology Department 
said “A representative of the mine 
once jokingly said the stone could 
be cut into $60,000 worth of em­ 
eralds. It wouldn’t be fair to quote 
him as saying that, because he 
was joking, but the stone w a s 
worth a considerable amount of 
money.” 
The emerald was a part of the 
Albert Chester collection, willed to 
the university 60 years ago by 
the famed geologist’s widow. 
Another of the missing stones is 
an aquamarine worth about $4,- 
000 in its uncut state. 
Johnson said he discovered an 
unknown number of stones missing 
from mineral cases in the un­ 
guarded Rutgers University mu­ 
seum Friday. 
“Whoever stole the stones knew 
what he was taking,” Johnson 
said. “He was very selective and 
took the mineral specimens with 
the most value.” 
He said the thief used a screw 
driver or chisel on several of the 
glass cases. The exact amount of 
Ute theft will not be known until 
inventory is taken Monday, he 
said.

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Former Skipper Testifies 
Sub Had Trouble On 1st Dive 


Traffic on Route 13 was dis­ 
rupted for several hours today 
and some 500 homes in the Bristol 
area were without telephone serv­ 
ice following an accident in which 
six men narrowly escaped death. 
It all came about when a tele­ 
phone cable became a fearsome 
instrument 
of 
destruction 
on 
Route 13 at Beaver Dam Road, 
Bristol Township. 
A tractor . trailer struck the 
cable, pulling down three tele­ 
phone poles, bending a trio of 
traffic signals in half and bowl­ 
ing over a telephone cable truck. 
Telephone officials e x p e c t e d 
service to the homes to be re­ 
stored by 2 p.m. 
Route 13 traffic was restricted 
to single lane movement for pas­ 
senger cars. All trucks were be­ 
ing re-routed through Bristol. Po­ 
lice set up barricades blocking 
off access to Beaver Dam Road 
on both sides of Route 13. The 
temporary blockade was expect­ 
ed to be lifted late this afternoon. 
Six 
men standing 
near 
the 
truck raced out of the way just 
in time to avoid injury or death 
The accident followed on the 
heels of another accident in which 
a motorist apparenUy lost control 
(rf his car and knocked over a 
pole at the intersection. Telephone 
lines fell disrupting service in the 
area. 
At 2:30 a.m., Harry Swartz, 28, 
of 6 Schumacher Drive. Bristol, 
suffered a possible concussion 


when his car knocked the pole 
down. His condition was described 
as satisfactory in Lower Bucks 
County Hospital today. 
Telephone company employes 
and trucks arrived to repair the 
damage. 
Bristol Township Police said the 
Route 13 was lighted to warn 
drivers of the danger area. 
At 4:30 a.m., police said the 
truck, southbound on Route 13, 
came at an excessive speed and 
ran 
into 
the 
cable 
stretched 
across the highway at a height 
of ll feet. The heavy cable did 
not break, but swept down three 
traffic signals and three more 
poles on Beaver Dam Road. It 
also turned the telephone truck 
on its side. 
The driver, Edward E. Graeff, 
was not injured, police said. The

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Soviet Orbits 
New Satellite 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 
Union today shot its third known 
unmanned satellite into orbit this 
year in a stepped-up race in 
space with the United States. 
The official Soviet Tass news 
agency said the newest satellite 
was named Cosmos 14, equipped 
with scientific instruments “de­ 
signed to continue the study of 
outer space.” 
Tass said the radio • equipped 
satellite was “functioning nor­ 
mally." and was sending back 
scientific information which was 
being received and processed by 
a “coordination computing cen­ 
ter’’ on the ground. 
The new satellite was reported 
circling the earth once every 9 
minutes, in an orbit that ranged 
from 323.54 miles at its farthest 
point to 164 miles at its lowest. 
The new launching came just a 
day after the Soviets observed 
the second anniversary of man’s 
first flight into space by Maj. 
Yuri Gagarin on April 12. 1961. 
On 
March 21, 
the Russians 
launched Cosmos 13 as an earth 
satellite. 
Lunik 4 was shot into space on 
April 2 as a moon probe. It 
passed within 5,270 miles of the 
moon on April 6 and then went 
into orbit around the earth. The 
Russians said it later will be 
pulled into an orbit around the 
sun.

4 Scientists 
Transferred 


ABOARD THE 
USS HAZEL­ 
WOOD (UPI) — Four scientists 
were transferred to the marine 
research vessel Atlantis II today 
and immediately began making 
preparations to map part of the 
North Atlantic’s floor where the 
sunken 
nuclear - powered 
sub­ 
marine Thresher may be lying 
with 129 men aboard. 
The transfer in a calmer, but 
still turbulent, ocean was accom­ 
plished by use (rf a canvas sling 
drawn by a pulley across 65 feet 
of rope stretched from this de­ 
stroyer to the Atlantia. 
The mapping of the ocean floor 
one and a half miles deep was to 
start later today. 
The Hazelwood also was pre­ 
paring to drop a 1,200-pound an­ 
chor on a nylon line more than a 
mile and a half long. A “sign­ 
post’’ 
buoy 
will 
be 
attached 
to the line as a marker where 
the Thresher started her illl-fated 
dive. The buoy will serve as a 
permanent reference for search 
vessels. 
Scientist John G. Bruce (rf the 
Woods Hole, Mass., Oceanograph­ 
ic Institution was in charge of the 
marking operation. 
Ships Line Up 
Three destroyers participating 
in the search were to line up 
abreast about 1,000 yards apart 
and were to cross slowly over the 
Thresher’s grave in search for 
the doomed submarine. They will 
use their own depth sounding 
equipment during the hunt. 
The ocean was much calm­ 
er today but still was turbulent. 
Visibility was very good. The 
scientists’ crossings were smooth 
and took about 20 minutes. 


Axene, a tall, slender, soft­ 
spoken man, said that during the 
test dive “we took the submarine 
to an assigned depth.” 
He said it then became neces­ 
sary “to halt the course of the 
dive 
because 
the 
instrument 
gauges indicated something was 
wrong.” 
Axene said he did not believe 
the difficulty was in the hull of 
the submarine. During the test. 
he said, there were several civil­ 
ian technicians aboard, as there 
were when the Thresher sank. 
He said he believed—but could 
not be certain — that the sub­ 
marine tender Skylark accom­ 
panied the Thresher on the first 
test. The Skylark also was pres­ 
ent when the Thresher sank. 
Axene, after his leave, will 
take an assignment on the nu­ 
clear submarine John Calhoun 
now under construction at New­ 
port News, Va. 
He was the executive officer 
aboard the first atomic subma­ 
rine Nautilus.
